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Introduction: 

The First Book of Phonograph Records was the logbook of the recording program at the Edison 
laboratory leading up to the first sales of musical recordings in 1889 and 1890. It provides rare 
information about the state of the technology, the nature of the industry, and the artists and 
repertoire of the first generation of commercial recording. Some artists, like Edward Issler and 
George J. Gaskin would become recording celebrities in later years. Most others, like Max 
Franklin and Henry Giese are virtually unknown today. 

The First Book is a founding document of the recording industry, and is presented here by the 
National Recording Preservation Board to promote understanding and scholarship of this 
important period in recording history. We would like to thank the Thomas Edison National 
Historical Park and the National Park Service for making the scans and permitting their 
distribution in this form. We would also like to thank the Thomas A. Edison Papers Project at 
Rutgers University for the Digital Edition of Edison's papers, which provided valuable 
contextual information.

Editor's note: 


The First Book is not a discography in the traditional sense. It won't help you learn dates or 
personnel for the recordings on your shelves, or help you find others to purchase. We hope that 
it will inspire readers' curiosity about the beginning of the recording industry, from artists and 
repertoire to technology and business networks. 

I first learned of the First Book through Allen Koenigsberg's transcription in Edison Cylinder 
Records, 1889-1912 (Stellar Productions, 1969). I proposed this project to ensure the contents of 
the First Book would remain widely available despite ECR, now out of print, becoming rare and 
expensive. I decided that it was important to transcribe the original document from scratch to 
avoid propagating any errors made in Edison Cylinder Records, but found that Mr. Koenigsberg's 
transcription reliably settled most difficulties I encountered, so I'd like to thank him for his 
insightful transcription in addition to the initial inspiration. 

When I began transcribing I wanted to take down everything precisely as written, but found 
that accuracy sometimes conflicted with clarity, so I began to correct obvious misspellings and 
inconsistencies in punctuation, and fill in gaps in square-brackets where I thought I could 
provide insight. Some original errors were left in the transcription where I wasn't confident of 
the intention of the writer, or found original corrections or redactions interesting, "p." has been 
added to page numbers to differentiate from other numbers in text.
